Tou cross the Ohio at 
Ashland and by a spur of railroad 
climb the mountains to Peach Orchard 
The derby hat hiul dlHiipiieared, but 
the I'll v^encer" MM the train wen- not 
the lank, unkempt mouiitiilneura I hud 
expected to moot. The men were dis- 
tinctly of tho Anglo-Saxon type, tall 
slender, carrying thenuelvet, almost 
tensley erect — men with clean-cut, in- 
(elllKont. whnleHome faces. 

At I'eaih Orchard, where (he rail- 
road ends, I gasped with Hatisfactlon 
at the strangeness, tbe ploturesque- 
ness, that in spite of its squalor, the 
place poaaosses.

Low white shanties and unpainted log 
houaea gnllier around a grass grown 
aquare. There are no defined streets, 
no peachea, no orchards.

"Go to Sunduy .School Sunday " was 
very generally obHeryed throuKhout 
the State. One million was the atten- 
dance asked for, and while complete 
returns have not been made it la be- 
lieved that the attendance exceeded 
this large number. 

Weather conditions in Louisa were 
ideal laat Sunday and the Sunday 
.School attendance, generally large, 
waa much increaaed. The j^rand total 
was 622, made up us follows: From 
the M. B. South, Augustus Snyder, 
Supt., 268; from M. B., R. C. McClure, 
Supt., 160: from the Baptist, Fted 
See, Supt., 125: and from die Christ- 
ian, C. B. Wellman, Siiiit., 79.

Ten miles to Ines! Up iunpng the 
mountains, through great forests, by 
picturesque rocks, fording bridgelesa 
streams and over the worst and rough- 
est and most adorable road in the 
world, you come upon the valley where 
Inez waits. There are few carriages 
In use. and there can be but few in use 
on roads like these. Everyone rides 
horsehaotc or on a mule and the old 
time saddle bags are In frequent use. 
Often a man would pass us with a 
rifle laid across the saddle, for .game 
and feuds are plentiful. 

The only buildings along the road 
are log cabins with an outside chim- 
ney of atone and plaster. Occasionally 
these are built with a rough board 
porch In front, and the rooms Inside 
are Uoored with plank, many li.ive ii' 
tloor but the ground, and are often 
without glazed windows, a solid wood 
en shutter closing the opening. Hogs 
are anywhere, running in the roads 
and not Infrequently in and out of the 
single room that forms the Interior of 
the single room that forma the Inter 
lor of the cabin. T^ean-faced women 
stand in the door, generally surround- 
ed by a group of tow-headed children 
and almost always amoklug a long cob 
pipe. In the dooryard, resting on 
some atones, is a big Iron kettle, In 
which is done the t'amil}' washing, a 
fire beluj; kindled underneath. From 
tlie well, close at hand, a long sweep 
draws the moss-covered bucket. Ev- 
erywhere Is poverty, sometimes re- 
volting in Its aquallor, but everywhere 
is a kindliness that redeems it. 

These are a short-lived people.' You 
see girls of fifteen, pretty and attrac- 
tive: but they ni:nry >..uiii;. nicst of 
them while in their teens, and fade 
quickly. Indeed, one of the inost im- 
pressive things about this mountain 
life Is the absence of the middle-aged 
woman.who elsewhere Is so prominent 
socially. You see only girls and old 
women. A woman of thirty passes f.ir 
old. and looks like a woman ot sixty 
It seems a mistake to send mission- 
aries, aa la being done, to these moun- 
tain people. They are better Christians, 
collectively, than we are; charitable, 
earnest, faithfully keeping every com- 
mandment except the sixth. Hut what 
they need Is someone to come among 
th.i:: . ! i.ach them the laws of 
healili. uuiside of Inez i did not no 
tlce a single well so placed aa to be 
free from pollution, and the disregard 
of the commonest laws of cleanliness 
ami ventiliitli.ri is siriu'iy lippalluiK. 
Humireds of people will crowd m little 
chnn h for hours, with every lireiith of 
air e.vuluded, and their school houses 
are alr-tlght. In the winter the win- 
dowless huts are simply death-traps. 
As a result of these conditions con- 
sumption and typhoid make fearful In- 
roads, and the pathetic and misdirect- 
ed efforta of the people to eacai>e from 
these diseases only add to the mortal- 
ity they seek to avoid. Nowhere Is 
there a greater sale for patent cough 
medicines and various noatrums. One 
family sold all the mineral rights In 
their land to a Chicago firm for ten 
years' supply of pills, and every li'.ine 
has a shelf on which stands a row of 
various medicines, continually resort- 
ed to. The climate Is superb, the soil 
in the valleys fertile, the people re- 
ligious, kindly and entirely capable of 
eduentloii — all that is lacking Is an 
intluenee. iiecessarii>' from the out.nide, 
that will make their lives more com- 
fort:ii lie 'I'liey ve plenty of religion: 
what tliey need is sanitation. 

Inez itself is a little white-washed 
village ''juggled in a valley and -guard- 
ed by great hills. There are two or 
three rambling streets and a shad) 
square where the Jail and courthouse 
stand, as well as three tiny one-story 
buildings— ofllces of the attorneys who 
constitute the bar of Martin county. 
This square Is enclosed by a fence, 
and (s entered by two stiles. In one 
corner Is the town well, and in one of 
the trees hangs the court house bell. 
Along the fence many mules and 
horses are always tied. 

The hotel, which Is not tax away, 
and the meals — which, by the way, 
were served by the editor of the local 
weekly newspaper — were the beat I 
ever ate in a place so remote, game 
of all kinds I.einK on the table In abun- 
dance. From the current Issue of that 
newspaper I clipped the offlcial notice 
of an adjoining county, herewith liter- 
ally reproduced. It tells better than 
many words of description the condi- 
tion of life In the mountains:

As stated before, the lllu ol this lit- 
tle, community is intensely religious, 
and— What is not always the same 
thing — Intensely moraL No liquor Is 
sold In the county; there la no gam- 
bling, there is no crime except murder, 
which, frankly, is not regarded as sin, 
and at the time of my visit, the little 
jail had been unoccupied for so long 
that weeds were overgrowing it and 
the eobweba hung within In festoons. 
You could leave a roll of bills on the 
hotel porch and while, If It rained, 
someone would put It back out of the 
Wi t, nil iini' would Hie.kl u. The people 
are absolutely mural, absolutely honest 
It is hard for us, whose interests are 
so varied, to realize how religion is 
the dominant interest, the dominant 
factor of their Uvea. Bible classes and 
prayer meeting are adverllsed by 
posters tal lied on telegrapii pules and 
displayed in the windows, as we ad- 
vwUae poUUoal mMUan. Ob luntey 



morning the hotel proprietor advised 
me to e^t heartily. "Wfiylr* M14 I. 
Well," was his reply; "we don't let 
anythlnir^^tHterfsre with Ood'a worship. 
We dont serve meals while church Is 
going on, and ,today being special, I 
reckon there won't be no dinner till 
about five o'clock." And there* wasn't! 

One day, when I returned late la the 
afternoon from Wolf— a tiny ssttle- 
ment still farther back In the moun- 
tains — I noticed a great many nulea 
and horses tied to the court house 
fence. On Inquiring the reason, 1 was 
told, "Yes, there are a right smart lot 
of folk over at the church, where 
they're funeralising the McCrays." 
(For obvious reasons I am not giving 
the correct name.) On asking what 
funernllzing meant. It was explained 
to me that when a death occurred In a 
family whose home was in the distant 
coves f.ir up the mountains, it was 
impossible to take the body to a ohurch 
or even to get a minister to be iwesent 
at the burial, which took place at the 
homestead. In this way the custom 
has developed of waiting until a num- 
ber of deaths have occurred, and then, 
at some c<invenient time, Inviting all 
the ministers In the county to be 
present and a general memorial ser- 
vice for the family dead, or "funeral- 
Izlng." 

I missed the afternoon serrice, but 
was prompt in attendance at the even- 
ing session, whicli begun at lialf-iiasl 
six. The church was packed. Around 
the wall long nails were driven, and 
on them the men hung their broad- 
brimmed hata In long rows. Against 
the walls some rifles rested. A tall 
stronc fai'ed young man began to 
pre.'tch. ( :t"aciuall\' his \'i.lce rose 
higher, and becitme a shrill monotone 
that, with scarce infection or pause 
swept along, a perfect torrent of words 
— an almost incoherrent stream of 
Biblical i|uotati(Uis, interrupted by an 
"Oh, yes, ah: oh. yet. a-a-h," as he 
caught his breath. The muscles of 
his arms and hands were tense, he 
teetered up and down, and the pierc- 
ing voice thrilled on. The people 
seemed fascinated by the sound, and 
leaned forward, their eyes upon him. 
On and on swept that monotonous 
voice. A woman began to sot>. .Sud- 
denly he dropped his voice to a <on- 
versatlonal tone, as If he had let go of 
the strings that held them, the people 
collapsed and settled back In their 
seats: in the quiet that followed you 
could hear the spitting of tobacco 
Juice upon the lli.ur all over the church 
Then a hymn was called f,.r. and an- 
.itlier. .'■^iiilileiily a tall ynuiiK man 
leupeU to his feet and cried ubuve the 
music, "Qlory to Ood." "Come forward, 
brother, come forward," shouted the 
Iireacher. The ycmnir man ran leaping 
down the aisle. slMuting incoherrently 
Turning, he faced the audience, and, 
with his hanils lifted lii>;h almvi- his 
face, began shouting unintelligibly in 
a high, sing-song voice. The singing 
went on at the same time. Then out 
leaped another. With dosed eyes, he 
kept Jumping with a singular rhyth- 
matlc motion, crying, "(Jlory! Olnry! " 
A girl stepped out and Joined him in 
what be<'ame a sort of dance. A great 
wave of emotion swept over the peo- 
ple. They crowded to the front, some 
shouting, some singing. Above the 
ciirifaslon rose the voice of the preach- 
er lalllng. "C tne .lesus. come'" Pan- 
i|.Tn..nium laM.ii fullv fifteen minutes 
when the chief actors fell backward 
on the floor and the preacher announc- 
ed that the services would be resum- 
ed the next morning at ten and last 
throughout the day.

Traitor. Assassin and Usurper Not 
Fit to Head a Repiblic. 



New York, April 22. — William 
Hayard Hale, investigator of affairs 
in .Mexico has coniriliutrd to the forth 
coming number of the World's Work 
an article upholding the President's 
Mexican t>olicy and . pointing out an 
important development in the charac- 
ter of American diplomacy. 

"The press and I tie penple of Amer- 
ica," he says, "have in i wt been awak- 
ened to the fact thai the llrsi year ol 
the Wilson Adinlnistraiion ban glvei 
the United Htates » new choractet 
among the Powers of the world. Be- 
fore Mr. 'Wilson had been In ofllce a 
year the Powers of other continents 
had yielded to the principles of out 
domination In the Western Hemisp- 
here. It speak of our moral empire 
in Amerlcji." 

"Our Moral Kmpire in America" is 
the title of the article. 

Discussing th>- pnsslbillty of Inter- 
vention In Mexico (lb':' article war 
written before the fleet waa ordered 
to Tampico), Dr. Kale aays: 

"An American army would have no 
physical dirriculty in getting back out 
of Mexico. Nobody would use It up 
before it got away. The difllculty 
would be that greed and a false sense 
of national hotior wouM 'i > ihilr -.i 
most to keep us there permanently In 
r>ccupatlon." 

"We do not want Mexico," he declar- 
es. Kspncliilly we do not want her be- 
cause we do want the good will of 
the risi of Uitlii .\nieriiii It would 
be a riMil s .M l. iiiiliiil. to barter llie 
conlldence of Ii lieniisphi ru for all we 
could gain by annexl-ig Msxicn." 

The trouble with Central America. 
Dr. Hale asserts, Is its proclivity for 
revolution. But, he says, moat Con- 
triil America revolutions are "iirmniit- 
e<l frniM lOiirope In a rei;iilai w.i\ if 
busliicHS. exactly as real state scheme 
in pmnioted in America. The duty of 
the I'nlted i-itiiies Is to scrutinize each 
revolution by itself and to Judge 
whether It be or not 'nioiuHy Jumi- 
inahle " 

"In the oise of .Mexico Judgment 
was easv. " ; i\s Male. "The coup 
(I'etiit that overthrow .Mailero In Keb- 
riiury, lilKl, was In no way a revolu- 
tion. It was a barracks plot, a con- 
spiracy of a few army officers living 
In exile and a few Spanish reaction- 
aries. It was atleiidn'l by eiicu-n- 
Hfances of treachery, of \ilUinv so fun- 
tiiHtic, of cruelty so barbarous that 
the story is one which ll.n mind has 
(•Ifllcultv in aooeptlng nk credible. 

"The chief actor, Huerta, and ape- 
like Indian, aged one-eyed, subsisting 
on brandy, when the moment of his 
triumph wnfl fully come rose from 
l>rial<f(intliig with Ihe Trealdent's bro- 
tlier, beckoned a flie of soldiers, ar- 
rested him, had him carried away to 
be shot to detah and his body thrown 
into a hole; went to the palaee, em- 
braced the Preaident, whose chief 
commander he had become through 
l>rotestatlons of faithfulness to death, 
and signaled In guards to arrest him. 

"By promises of safe conduct out of 
the country the treacherous fJeneral 
ni-cured the signaturs of Preaident 
Modern and Vice President Pino 
Huarex to deeds of resignation: hasti-

The movement for organizing these 
clubs is rapidly spreading thtouKhont 
Kentucky and Is rapidly nasi. mini: 
prominence as a factor In the devel- 
opment of a useful industry. TtM fol- 
lowing article token from the CovkTter- 
Jouiwd will be Intereattng readit\g to 
all who desire to progress mad« in 
the line of animal husbandry. 

"A movement for the orKuni/.atlon 
of boys' pig clubs in the rural districts 
has been started In Kentucky. The pig 
clubs are designed to accomplish f:>i' 
the hog-raisIng industry what the 
boys' com clubs have been doing for 
the improvement of com growing 

"The pib' clubs have been very sue 
cessful in some of the Southern Kia'. .s 
A resume of their work in l.l.lll.^..l•^l 
recently has been publlslied as a bul- 
letin of the Louisiana State Unl ver- 
ity. The progress of the organization 
In that State ho* been rapid. The first 
club was organised in Caddo parish 
by a superintendent of rural .schools 
In the fall of 1910. During the winter 
clubs . were formed In two other par- 
ishes, and In 18U the campaign re- 
sulted In eleven additional parlshos 
lieeomlnK interested. The Caddo club 
had fifty membera when It was first 
instituted. In 1913 the membership of 
the clubs had Increased to 1,669. 

"At tb? 1"? State Fair K'U pigq 
ware exhlblleil by club members, sev- 
eral winning blue ribbons in competi- 
tion with leading growers and breed- 
ers throughout the South. Of the 
1,66} members enrolled, 367 kein the 
records prescribed by the university 
directors and submitted formal reports 
of their work, while- 148 others report- 
ed informally, 

"Forty parishes had organized clubs 
tasi year and It Is hoped that the work 
Is only fairly begun. The university 
and the Federal Bureau of Animal 
Industry are co-operating for the en- 
couragement of the movement. The 
boys are taught the best methods of 
selecting, feeding and caring fot th«lr 
plgH, it is a work In which most farm 
I...JS manifest a lively concern, and 
the good-natured rivalry In hog pro- 
duction is bound to have a good effect. 

"The farmers of Kentucky are not 
doing as well in the ple-ralslng busi- 
ness as they I. unlit to do, but in this 
respect they are doing better, perhaps, 
than most of the States In the '^oiiih. 
But the whole country needs to in- 
crease it* production of hogs an I 
Kentucky needs to contribute Its lull 
share to the Increase. The boys' pig 
clubs sh mill be a Irememlim fail.'i 
for Improving the imrcine status, an'l 
it is to be hoped they will becooie a.'' 
numerous and as successful us the 
corn clubs."

GOOD ROADS 
AID EDUCATION. 

(I. B. Sanders in Pike County News.) 

I believe to Improve the roads In our 
rural districts would greatly Increase 
the attendance at school. Improve our 
country system, and make it possible 
to consolidate our schools and estab- 
lish graded schools in our rural dis- 
tricts so as to ;n 1 i nimoilate all the 
children in » radius ol several miles 
around, and induce better school build- 
ings, better faoiUtlea, and better teach- 
ers. 

There are at the present time about 
2.000 consolidated schools in the 
rnited ."stales. .Massachiisens. Ohio 
and Indiana have made the most rapid 
progress along these lines and it will 
be noticed that these States have made 
the greatest improvements on their 
roads. According to the statistics of 
the agricultural departinerit. there was 
expended in lt>99. for ilie <on- 

veyance of pupils to the consolidated 
schools, but in 1908 the expenditures 
amounted to (292,213. In Indiana the 
expenditure fur this purpose in 1904 
amounted to $86,000, while in 1908 
1290,000 was e.\pended for this pur- 
pose. 

It must not he understood that this 
Is an additional burden on the people 
as more than this amount is saved' by 
the decrease in the number of schools, 
and economy in their operations. In 
these States wagons are sent out ev- 
ery day to gather up the childiin and 
take them home again in the evening. 

Why is it th;a Kentucky cannot 
have equal facilities by demanding and 
insisting that we have better roads? 

I make these suggestions hoping 
that some one may become Interested' 
that has iiower to take proper steps in 
a way to belter the attend.'ince In the 
common schools of our .Stjitc. as iion- 
uttendance is the greatest obstacle 
that we have to overcome In our 
present system.
